Sagludlen lattead «r SiberlAi 

The Novoe VrciHi/ri, which is usually 
well informed iu admin isti-ative matters,' 
states in a leading article that the Rus- 
sian Governnient is activoly encrao^ed 
discussinji^ a project for abolishiug exile 
to Siberia. This may Mem an untrust- 
worthy rumor to persons unacquainted 
with ^^ussian proa^ress, but it is, in ef- 
fect, altogether m harmony with the 
tendency both of the Russian Goyern- 
nient and pon])le to give over treatinoj 
Liberia as a huge HotanvBay, and make 
use of it as a colonial a<3junct. like Can- 
ada or Australia. Ot" course a j)lace 
must still be found for tlie 30,0(J<) exiles 
who are deported from European Rus- 
sia every year, and here the recent an- 
nexation of Sajjrhalien C(»nies in handy 
U) play in the North PaciHc the i-ole that 
New Caledonia plays in behalf of the 
French in the South Pacific Ocean. 
Should the island become over-crowd-r 
ed, as it would very likely be in course 
of time, unless the stream of exiles di- 
minislictl, a second penal settleiucnt 
could be formed in the iuhoHoitable 
wilds of Novoe Zemlia, where a Russian 
o:eograi)her has recently demonstrat(!d 
the winters to be n<jt so bad as usual- 
ly represented. Whether this be so 
or not, or whether Novoe Zemlia 
will ever succeed Sao;halien, it 
seems to be tolerably ceitaiu that 
before long the indiscriminate distribu- 
tion of exiu'S over the leiiijth ami hrca lth 
of Siberia will undergo a thorough over- 
l\auling. At present, exiles are shot 
over the Urals into Asia in a most pro- 
miscuous manner, scarcely a thini re- 
maining in the districts assi^^ned to 
them, iMiil a larj^e proportion wandering 
at)ont the country like vajrraiits. In ;i 
word, iu most essentiivls the dej^urUition 
of non-political convii.ts is simply a sort 
of enforced colonization, with a siilli- 
cient trrant from the State to keep tlu? 
e.xiles from actual starvation. This in- 
trusion of a needy criminal element has 
always been a grievance to the rcirt;l:ir 
Siberians, and has been unanimously l o- 
^::arded by Russian statesmen as the 
piHncipal cause of the stunted growth of 
the country during its 8(H) a enrs' exist- 
ence under Russian rule. >Jow that the 
£\ux>pean railway system penetrates be- 
yond thi' Ui-als, and the jji-oviiice of 
Tubuhik h'AH been placed ou same 
home administrative footingf a.s St. 
Petersburg or Moscow, the deportation 
of exiles, to Western Siberia at least, 
h:u) beiome an auomalv; aiid of tlie two 
they wotfM be kept in hand better in the 
Island Saphalien than ill the ea^stern seo- 
tioo of that grtiat appanaj;e of the Uufr 
•ian Empire.— Lonoofi Olobitf

After leaving 
the death-chamDer Qaston re-entere^ 
and the dying woman raised herself to 
g^et him. At that moment there was 
an ominous creak, and one of the sup- 
ports of the oonoh gave way. The 
actress seemed to grasp the situation 
instantly, and attempted to conceal the 
difBculty by heaving a long-drawn sigh, 
and throwing herself back, but the ao- 
'tion only made matters worse. The 
death-bed gave way at one corner with 
a crash, and the andienoe began to titter. 
Nichette, the maid, enteied at this junc- 
ture and kneeling in front of her mis- 
tress began her part, but the couch giv- 
ing evidence by numerous groans of its 
instability, she arose and wheeled a 
chair up for the dying Camille^s accom- 
modatioB. Bytms time the audlenoe 
had fully appreciated the funniness of 
the situation and were laughing very 
audibly, but when Gaston approached, 
and he, together with the maid and the 
dying woman, oould not control their 
countenances, the audience fairly 
roared. Camille, after dying in Ar- 
mand's arms, was deposited in the easy 
chair Instead of on the couch, and ap-

Saxon Heviee and Tenements. 



As the halls and stairway.4 are used in 

common by the entire conimimity of the 
house, of course no carpetings are laid 
upon them. In the higher class of 
houses, and in the villas of the wealthy, 
the hallways are laid with squares of 
marble and granite, of ditlereut colors, 
and the stepb are built usually of one or 
the other of there stones. Hut iu the 
tenements of the worthing people onl}*^ 
common Hag-stones are used, and these 
are so soft that it requires only a few 
years to wear thom in the middle of the 
steps until they are sometimes scarcely 
a half-inch thick. 

On enterini; one of these lavp; houses 
the first impression is untavorable, 
everything appearing so dreary, so 
lonely ana so desolate. The wid«} stone 
stairway, the broad corridors and tho 
bale walls have nothing about ihem to 
remind you that you are in a dwelling- 
house. All the doors leading to the 
corridors and landings are closed and 
generally locked, for they have a .spe- 
cies of sneak-thief in Saxony fully as 
expi-rt and fully as ai'coni])lished in thrt 
ui't of noiselessly removing port able 
property as his Amerioan brethren. The 
gi'ound floor is soinetinies occupied by 
a barber, atoy-ilealei*, a " buch-lmmllei-,'* 
or a baker. 'Whether it is so occupied 
or not, it is not popular for residence 
])urj>oses. The second stoi y is the most 
sought aft<;r, anil its auartmunts or ten- 
ements command the highest rent- 
It is not an unusual thing to lind peo- 
ple of the best - s(K'ie»y occupying the 
second Hoor; people of \eAg importance 
socially, but nevertheless respectable, 
♦X'cupyinir the third Hoor; people still 
lower iiown in the .social scale being on 
the fourth floor, and working peop^ of 
the thii il <!e:j;r''e living <m the fifth flooj-. 
Thus you may find in one house a mer- 
chant and his family, a factory superin- 
tendept and his family, a mechanic and 
his family, ami a laborer and his fami- 
ly. The poorer he is the more steps ho 
must dimb. unless he is a shiiaii trades-' 
man and rents a oouple of rooms on the 
ground tioor—ChemmtlM Cl^r. (Mcago 
l^eirs.
